Geneva Spokesman Demands Secret of New War 
Weapon Under Terms of Covenant

[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 
~~ PARIS, May 28.—The League of Natlene today demanded the 
secret of the Matthews death ray. The spokesman for the Geneva or- 
ganisation says that any members of the League which acquire the 
secret ray are pledged by the Covenant to impart it to the League for 
dissemination among the other members. 


Article VIII of the covenant and 
especially the last paragraph pro- 
Vides specifically for the frankest 
exchange of information concern- 
Ing inventions applicable to war- 
fare. 

The paragraph reads: 

“Members of the League under- 
take to interchange fully and 
frankly information as to the scale 
of armaments in the military, 
naval and air programs and the 
conditions of such of their indus- 
tries as are adaptable to warlike 
purposes.” 

Article XIX also is considered 
directly to affect the affairs of the 
death ray.

the treaties which may become in- 
applicable and the international 
continuance of which might en- 
danger the peace of the world,” it 
reads. 

If the claims of the League are 
accepted, the ond nations who 
could purchase the secret and keep 
ic are the United States, Germany 
and Russia among the large states. 

Mr. Matthews tod signed a 
contract with MX. oyer from 
Lyons of the firm Chantiers Du 
Rhone, whereby the inventor gives 
the French company 25 per cent 
interest in return for capital to 
be invested in laboratories and ex- 
perimental work.

WASHINGTON, May 28.—Rob- 
ert M. La Follette practically gave 
notice today that he would be a 
candidate for President on an in- 
dependent ticket unless the Re- 
publican and Democratic parties at 
their approaching conventions 
“purge” themaelves of “the evil 
influences which long,have domi- 
nated them.” 

At the same time the Wisconsin 
Senator denounced the Commu- 
nists, charged that they were seek- 
ing control of the “Farmer-Labor- 
Progressive” convention called for 


June 17 at St. Paul, and called 
upon the Progressives of the 
country to “refuse to participate 
in any nmiovement which makes 
common cause with any Commu- 
nist organization.” 

Declaring it would not be gut- 
ficient for either of the old parties 
merely to nominate “some alleged 
Progressive” and fil “the  plat- 
form with misleading promises.” 
Senator La Follette said that un- 
less they “purged themselves, a 
long suffering and righteously in- 
dignant people will find in the 
coming campaign efective means, 
independent of both these old 
parties, to take back control of 
their government and make it truly 
representative.” 

Senator La Follette’s declaration 
took the form of a letter to Atty.- 
Gen. Eckern of Wisconsin and was 
written from Atlantic City, where 
the Republican insurgent leader 
has been recuperating from a long 


NAME MISUSED 
The text of the Seuator's letter, 
written the 26th inst., at Atlantic 
City, where he is ree from 
a long illness, follows: 
“My Dear Mr. Ekern: 
I have your letter of May 17 
saying that many of my friends in 
Wisconsin are anxious to know my 
attitude toward the Farmer-Labor- 
Progressive convention called to 
meet at St. Paul June 17. I should 
not feel it incumbent upon me to 
declare my attitude except that 
my name is being used by the pro- 
moters of that convention in such 
a way as to convey the impression 
that it has my approval and as a 
result some of my friends in dit- 
ferent parts of the country con- 
template attending the St. Paul 
conevntion. Because of these facts, 
I feel it my duty to state my view 
frankly. 

“I have no doubt that very 
many of those who have partici- 
pated in bringing about the St. 
Paul convention have been actu- 
ated by the purest desire to pro- 
mote genuine politics and eco- 
nomic progress. Nevertheless in 
my judgment the June conven- 
tion will not command the sup- 
port of the farmers, the workers, 
or other progressives because those 
who have had charge of the ar- 
rangements for this convention 
have committed the fatal error of 
making the Communists an integral 
part of their organization.

“The Communists have admit-

MAY BE HERE 

The man wanted is a wel- 
known underworld character in 
Chicago. He has been arrested in 
San Francisco, New York and Chit.

He 
served a sentence of one year in 
prison in New York for the latte 
offense. 

In stature he is described as be- 
ing similar to the mysterious 
“Johnson” for whom police have 
been searching: he is known to be 
an expert on a typewriter and is 
well educated —these two latter 
points being valuable in connec- 
tion with the letter received by 
Franks demanding a ransom. This 
letter, written on a Corona type- 
writer, was, according to experts, 
the work of a well-educated man.

Fundamentalists Defeated in 
Assembly Ballot 


Body Refuses Review; Next 
Gathering for Ohio

GRAND RAPIDS (Mich.) May 
28.—I¢ Dr. Harry Emerson Fos- 
dick, a Baptist, desires to continue 
to occupy the pulpit of the First 
Presbyterian Church, New York

Stand on Declaration of 
Principles Delayed 
Action Taken as Point for 
Fund 1 
Message of Gratitude is 
Sent from Japan

MILWAUKEB, May 28. - 
ponents of the plan to approve the 
declaration of principles of the 
Baptist World Alliance, common- 
ly known as the Stockholm Dec- 
laration, won the frst skirmish on 
the floor of the Northern Baptist 
convention here today when the 
convention voted to postpone ac- 
tion on the proposal until the tract 
could be printed and distributed 
among delegates. The action 
taken also is regarded as a funda- 
mentalist victory in view of the 
fact that this faction opposes the 
approval on the ground that the 
statement of the Baptist attitude 
toward the creed expressed in the 
declaration does not go far enough 
and is weak in expression. 

Doctrinal content of the declara- 
tion objected to as weak is ¢ex- 
pressed in the following language: 

“The Baptists with all the evan- 
gelical Christian rejoice in the 
common basic reliefs, the Incarna- 
tion of the Son of God, His in- 
less life, His supernatural works; 
His diety; His vicorious atonement; 
Hie resurrection from the dead; 
His present reign, and His coming 
kingdom, with its eternal awards 
to the righteous and the unright- 
eous.” 4 

The convention declared for the 
sending of copies of the address of 
Corwin 8. Hank, Seattle, president 
of the convention, to Congress and 
to the Japanese government, de- 
cause of the nature of its contents 
on the Japanese exclusion act. 

Charles B. Tenney, Tokio, sec- 
cetary of the Baptist Japanese 
Commission formed for relief fol- 
lowing the September earthquake, 
brought a message of gratitude 
from the people of Japan for the 
work done by Baptists in relieving 
suffering.

Says -Public is Misled as 
to Grades Meaning 
Cites Results of “Exams” 
Given City Police 
Wide Use of Intelligence , 
Methods Pointed Out

It seems almost hopeless 
to make the public understand 
that 14 or 16-year mentalities as 
expressed in results of do 
not mean that the individual is a 
defective.

WELL ABOVE AVERAGE

and scientific methods for claasify- 
ing men, and it is unfair to the 
men who take the tests, to allow 
in any way the public to be mis- 
led in respect to the meaning of 


Intelligence tests have been in 
Tactical use for a long time. They 

ve been in common use among 
large numbers of people since they 
were introduced in our Army dur- 
ing the war. For a number of 
years they have been used with 
great advantage among the em- 
loyees of many industrial plants. 
or over ten years they have been 
commonly used among great num- 
bers of puplis school children. A 
number of universities make use 
of these tests as an ald in clas- 
sifying their students. Columbia 
University particularily has made 
extended yee of them. They have 
been used at the University of Cal-

ton; at Pomona College, and in a 
number of other universities and 
colleges. Entire State surveys re- 
garding the intelligence of school 
children have been carried out by 
means of intelliger.ce testa A very 
extensive survey of this sort was 
carried out se few years ago in 
Virginia. 
TESTS OFTEN USED 

Such tests have been used ex- 
tensively in Chicago among th 
school children. The writer u 
these tests in a survey of nearly 
7000 children in the public schools 
of the Hawalian Islands in 1920 
and 1921. Army educational de- 
partments constantly use them. 
The writer has used intelligence 
tests in connection with a study of 
the employees of a large bank, a 
police department outside of Los 
Angeles, a fire department outside 
of Los Angeles, among large 
groups of nurses in hospitals and 
among several hundred college 
students of the University of Call- 
fornia. The employees of the Shell 
Ol Company were classified re- 
cently by Dr. Ball of Berkeley, 
partially by means of intelligence 
tests, to the practical satisfaction 
of the employers and the em- 
ployed. Intelligence tests are used 
as part of the ordinary procedure 
in many public Institutions, They 
are used in every juvenile court 
of importance in this country, and 
they are used in every criminal 
department in the United States 
which has an organized laboratory. 


FAIR AND REASONABLE 


Finally, it should be said that 
the intelllence tests given the Los 
Angeles police department were 
conducted by the psychology de- 
the University of 
Division,. 
which ought to be a guaranty of 
fairness and reasonableness.

Lack of Balance is Inducing 
Many Readjustments 


Light on General Economic 
Situation; Living Cost 


Further slowing down of indus- 
trial production is the outstanding 
feature of the business situation, 
states the current Issue of the 
Guaranty Survey, which has just 
been published by the Guaranty 
Trust Company of New York. 

“The gradual decline of aver- 
age wholesale prices continues, 
but at a slower pace than earlier 
in the year,” the Survey proceeds. 
“Wholesale trade Is increasingly 
hesitant, and retail trade has re- 
ceded somewhat from the levels of 
April. While political factors, 
such as those which delay or in- 
terfere with the administration's 
program of tax reform and govern- 
mental economy, have accentuated 
the weakening of general con- 
fidence, the determining influences 
are economic. 

“Lack of balance in the indus- 
trial situation ie inducing readjust- 
ments of production. Activity in 


ithe building field, for example, is 


being curtailed, not generally, but 
here and there as the housing situ- 
ation is relieved, and this in turn 
is reflected in a variety of indus- 
tries supplying materials for the 
construction and equipment of 
buildings. 


CHANGE NOW UNDER WAY 


“The significant fact is that these 
readjustments are not unexpected. 


The persistence of generally cau-

“The continued ease in the

WAGES REMAIN HIGH 


“The real wages of industrial 
workers—that is, wages expressed 
not in terme of money, but 
in terms of what they will buy of 
the commodities which commonly 
enter into living expenses-—are 
at the present time higher than 
they have ever been before, ex- 
cept possibly for one or two 
months in the spring of last year. 

“Although it is the practice in 
some establishments to regulate 
wages in accordance with fluctua- 
tions in living costs, the general 
movement of Wage scales is gov- 
erned by other factors. The de- 
mand for labor is determined by 
the profits which can be realized 
through ne employment. These 
profite depend on the margin be- 
tween costs and selling prices, 
and on the volume of trade. Ex-

Investment Banker Discusses 
Automobile Situation 


Future of Great Industry is 
Viewed Optimistically

The so-called automobile “‘satu- 
ration point’ which economists 


and some bankers periodically an- 
ticipate is considered to be that 
era in the industry when by rapid- 
fire manufacture, all possible car 
purchasers’ needs will be filled and 
there will be no more prospects 
who can buy the product of the 
ear factories. In 1908 he first 
héard of this subject, later in 19142, 
and then after the World War the 
ery was oft repeated. The answer 
of the car manufacturers was to 
double and then treble their pro- 
duction, and then sell the produc- 
tion. Ot course if one will re- 
member, there was a reason for 
their being able to sell their pro- 
duct outside of the fact that the 
population of the country grew an- 
nually. I refer to the improve- 
ments in the cars themselves, 
which made the older models ob- 
sOlete and practically valueless to 
those persons who could afford to 
purchase. 

Along in 1908 the old-time chain 
drive with it's accompanying noise 


by the modern shaft drive to the 
rear Ale. Immediately people who 
either owned the older style, or 
who previously would not pur- 
chase because of their antipathy 
to the discomforts listed, purchased 
the new design. A new era 
dawned for the industry and the 
demand overtook the supply. 

In 1911 and 1912, the self start- 
er came into practical use, which 
again opened new fields for pur- 
chasers, made older models ob- 
solete, and again forced the man- 
ufacturers to extend their produc- 
tion. After this period came more 
modern production methods, and 
the prices of automobiles were so 
reduced as to bring out more pros- 
pects and subsequent sales. Then 
came the World War, and with it 
the resources of the motor man- 
ufactures were turned into govern- 
ment channels.

apparent, that the volume of sales 
kept up, with the demand far in 
excess of the production. 


DEMAND HOLDS UP 


With the country-wide boom. the 
inflation and the surfeit of spend 
ing that took place in the post- 
war period, each year showed new 
records in both production and 
sales. In the vears 1922 and 1923 
loud outcries were recorded againat 
the evile of the motor car indue- 
try “there are now enough care tn 
this country, so that one in seven 
persons owns one was one of the 
bromides heard on every side 
Henry Ford simply cut his prices 
and ran his daily production from 
3000 care to 4000 or better. And.

Mrs. Jackson Spurred on by 
Incidents of Cruelty 


Portrayal of Epic

I am about to take my life in 
my hands and tell how Mrs. Helen 
Hunt Jackson wrote “Ramona.” 

The occasion is the second 
nual outdoor Ramona pageant 
play to be given at Hemet tomor- 
row, Saturday and Sunday. 

It will be under the direction of 
Garnet Holme, who put on the 
“Pilgrimage Play” at Hollywood 
the “Pageant of the Sun“ at Cor⸗ 
onado, the “Desert Par at Palm 
Springs, and the “Mountain Play” 
on Mt. Tamalpais. 

A charming feature of this 
pageant is that it is given in the 
place where the story of Ramona 
was . born. 

A sarcastic tourist once sald 
that Ramona must have had more 
homes then a tramp; that in ev- 
ery town in Southern California 
they showed him the home of Ra- 
mona. 

But I know the real story of 
the writing of Ramona. It was 
told to me by an old lady who 
lived at San Jacinto. Her name 
was Mrs. J. C. Jordan; but she 
appeared in the novel as “Aunt 
RI.“ 

This is how it all came about: 


FRIENDS OF INDIANS 
Mrs. Jackson, as every one 
knows, was very much interested 


in the Ind s. Her “Century of 
Dishonor” was an impassioned 
plea for justice for them. 

The little Indian town of Te- 
mecula near San Jacinto had gut- 
fered a bitter tragedy that had 
rgoved her pity while she was out 
here on a, journalistic mission 
writing of California, as I re- 
member it, for “Harper's Maga- 
zine.” 

These Indians had been dispos- 
sessed by an order of the white 
man's court and their village had 
been burned. 

There were two sides to the 
question, of course: but to Mra 
Jackson, it stood out only as a bi- 
ter and terrible outrage. 

She drove out to San Jacinto: 


visited around the nelzhborhood 
and became acquainted with Mrs. 
Jordan and her familly. 

Mrs. Jordan told me that she 
and Mrs. Jackson were in the 
kitchen one day washing the 


dishes: she was washing and Mrs. 
Jackson was drying them. Be- 
tween swipes with the dish rag, 
she told the novelist of a tragedy 
that had just then occurree in 
the mountains where the reserva- 
tion of the Soboba Indians now 
stands. It is a few miles from 
San Jacinto. 


TOOK WHONG HORSE 
It seems that an Indian lived 
out there in the mountains with 
his Indian wife. His name was 
Juan Diego. In the opinion of

The California Rallroad Commission has postponed until June 26 


its he#ring on the proposal to elevate Anaheim Road in the Wilming- 
ton district on a viaduct at Dominguez Creek under which the raul- 
road tracks for the roads entering the oufer harbor district would be 
laid agd thus a grade crossing eliminated. The pense of carrying 
through the viaduct plan is estimated at $535,000. 


As authorized by direct vote of 
the people last year to extend its 
line to the harbor, the Santa Fe 
Railroad has spent $2,000,000 in 
building its line from El Segundo 
to the Wilmington district, but 
so far has been unable to reach 
the outer harbor due to the con- 
troversy over the Anaheim Road 
crossing. One proposition to be 
discussed at the Railroad Com- 
mission's hearimg is to give the 
Santa Fe a temporary permit to 
ron Anaheim Road while the 
viaduct is being byilt. 

Councilman Robert M. Alien, 
chairman of the City Council's 


Public Utilities Committee, yester- 
day directed a letter to the Cham- 
ber of Commerce in which he de- 
cleared that the delay in solving 
the Anaheim Road crossing prob- 
lem was due not to the Coureil 
but to the failure of the railroads 
to agree as to a division of the 
expense of carrying out the via- 
duct plan.

PIVOTAL POINT 

The incident made such a pow- 
erful impression on Mrs. Jack- 
son's mind t she used it as 
the pivotal point of her novel. 

With a novelist’s license, she’ 
made Juan Diego over into the 
romantie character—Alesandro, 
the Indian lover. She transformed 
Juan Diego's wife into Ramona 
and made her the foster child of 
one of the proud old California 
families who lived like barons of 
the soil. 

I saw Ramona ‘a the flesh. It 
was years after the killing of 
Juan Diego. She was ag elderly 
Indian woman. When I saw her, 
she was playing Mexican Monte— 
a card game at one of the Indian 
fiestas they used to give at So- 
boba—before a feeble-minded In- 

lan Department interfered. 

She looked to me very much 
like the other Indian squaws; but 
they told me she came from some 
other far-away tribe. No one 
seemed to know from just which 
one—not even the other Indiana. 
Her son still lives in Southern 
California and is a respected of- 
ficial of the Indian service. 

In bullding the story, Mrs. 
Jackson wound this tragedy into 
the burning of Temecula; she in- 
volved Juan Diego's (Alessan- 
dro’s) family as one of the we- 
time. This formed «a dramatic

in the novel.

She got most of 2 local color 
of early California life from an old 
Spanish grandee who used to live 
in Los Angeles.

Camluos was Ramona s home” 
only to the extent that Mrs. Jack- 
son described the old ranch house 
as*a typical California home. Like.

and there. 

Although I mention Don Anto- 
nio Coronel, it — without say- 
ing that Mre. Jackson was indebted 
to many old Californians for her 
material—Charies Lummis, the 
Wolfskills and many others. 

Among those who helped her 
collect the material relating to the 
wrongs endured by the Indians of 
Temecula was Maj. Henry T. 
who died some years ago in this 
city. Maj. Lee told me that Mrs. 
Jackson was very skeptical about 
the success of her book, She told 
him that she realized that, in her 
zeal for righting the wrongs of the 
Indians. she had ruined the story 
as a work of fiction. She hoped it 
might do something to help the 
Indians, but she felt that it would 
never amount to anything as a 
novel. 

Which shows that an author is 
the worst judge of his own work. 

Of all novels ever written in 
America this is probably the one 
most certain of immortality. 

Trying to tell the story of the 
writing of “Ramona” is like trying 
to tell the story of Custer’s battle 
Every old-timer will rise up with a 
scream of protest and tell me I am 
wrong. So that’s why I say I am 
taking my life in my hands.

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ERMAN OULTURD AGAIN 

Prof. Kleine and Dr. Fisher of Berlin 
have scored a victory for German science 
worthy of a place in the humanitarian rec 
ords of the world’s great benefactors. A 
late dispatch attributes to them the achieve: 
ment of having discovered a cure for that 
deadly contagion known as “The Sleeping 
Sickness.” 

Since the beginning of the nineteenth cen 
tury, when this parasitic disease became 
an epidemic among the natives of West Af- 
rica, the pleague has spread to the Congo, 
Uganda and tropical Africa generally, ren- 
dering the colonization of these regions a 
hopeless undertaking. 

All the powers interested in transform. 
ing Central Africa into a productive area, 
where men might find fresh fields for hu- 
man enterprise, have co-operated for fifty 
years in a campaign to stamp out this com- 
mon foe. Unless the reports are exagger- 
ated the final conquest must be credited 
to the efficiency of German science. 

They have produced a vaccine, called 
“Bayer 205,” that experimentally has been 
proved to be an antidote against thig Af- 
rican destroyer. And they have announced 
the victory in language that still rings with 
the old Prussian militarism. 

“We possess in this vaccine a colonial 
empire,” declared Prof. Weine at the suc 
cessful conclusion of his experiments. The 
meaning of this will come home to an as- 
tonished world when coupled with it is the 
information that Berlin is jealously guard- 
ing the secret of the laboratory.

DELEGATES ROW 
ON RESOLUTIONS 


Social Workers at Odds on 
Two Proposals 


For Birth Control, Repeal of 
Radicalism Act

LONG BEACH, May 28.-—Elec- 
tion of officers and directors, se- 
lection of Sacramento as the 1925 
meeting place and consideration of 
resolutions featured today’s session 
of the sixteenth annual 
Conference of Social Workers höre. 

Two resolutions, ones favoring 
birth control and the ofher Rak- 
ing a stand for the repeaj of the 
Criminal Syndicalism law, evoked 
a fight. Both were sidetracked 
for definite action until tite 1995 
conference. Other resolutions were 
passed without dissension. The 
latter were: 

A protest against Federal inter- 
ference in religious and educa- 
tional pursuits of the Pueblo and 
ether Indians. 

Indorsement of a plan for pro- 
bation system for Federal prison- 
ers as provided for in Senate bal 
21042 and House bill 6196. 

Favoring a Federal law to pun- 
ish family desertion in States 
where defendant is found. 

Favoring uniform Federal di- 
vorce and marriage bill now be- 
fore Congress. 

Eetablisiment of a child re- 
search station at the University of 
California.

Anne Godfrey, Bureau of Natural- 
ization, San Francisco. Educating 
the Mexican was the subjeet of 
Flora D. Smith, director of immi- 
grant education, Los Angeles. Mrs. 
Nancy Winch Emery of the Associ- 
ated Charities, San Barbara, led 
the discussion on the Mexican as 
an applicant for relief, and the un- 
adjusted Mexican was the topic in- 
troduced Samuel Bowman, di- 
rector of e at the City Jail, 
Los Angeles. 

STATISTICAL STUDY 

A comprehensive study of the 
Mexican and his domestic affairs 
was presented by Ethel Richardson 
of the State Department of Educa- 
tion, Los Angeles, who read a re- 
port on the statistical study of 
600 Mexican families in Southern 
California, 

Although an entertainment fea- 
ture, embracing a trip of inspec- 
tion to the battleships of the Pa- 
eine Fleet, was provided for the 
delegates this afternoon, many re- 
mained to participate in the dis- 
cussions’ presented at the various 
sectional meetings. 

Meetings of the delinquency sec- 
tion, family and child-welfare sec- 
tion, the section on health, the rec- 
reation section. the education sec- 
tion and a case-workere lunch- 
eon meeting were features of the 
day’s program. 

Social forces, old and new, 
formed the theme of an address 
delivered at the general session by 
Dr. Edward T. Devine of New 
York, editor of the Survey. Dr. 
Rachel Yarros of Hull House, Chi- 

cago, spoke on the relation of 
public-health work to maladjust- 
ments. 

Dr. Devine blamed the war for 
the maladjustment which makes 
social work necessary and told 
his audience that the subject un- 
der discussion of the conference 
is larger than any speaker who 
could be found to discuss it. 

Dr. Devine, who is a noted, fer- 
mer secretary of the New York 
Charity Organization Society, di- 
rector of the New York School of 
Philanthropy and professor of s0- 
cial economy at Columbia Univers- 
ity, has made a deep study of the 
afteraffects of the war and finds, 
he said, very little to encourage 
him. 

“That we are living in a time of 
revolution,” he said, “hardly needs 
demonstration. It is not only that 
czar, sultan, kaiser and king have 
fallen, it is not only superficial 
political alterations which have 
taken place, but the real revolu- 
tion of our time is in the deeper 
things—In our religion, education, 
family life, industry, morals and 
interracial relations. These are all 
changing.”
